WHO PAYS THE DUTY? 

This Problem Raised Again In the Lumber 
Sctaednle Discussion in the 
Senate. 

Washkoton, June .6.— In the tariff 
discussion in the Senate, Mr. Vest de- 
clared that the proposed rate on white 
pine was for the beneflt of the lumber 
barons,, who accumulated millions 
upon millione at the expense of the 
people.' 

Mr. Jones (Arkansas) warned his 
Southern associatee against tiie argu- 
luent that the lumber Interests of the 
South would bo benefited by the exclu- 
sion of Canadian lumber. 'Ho read 11 
letter from an American lumberman on 
tho frontier, saying the result of tlie 
rates would bo to compel the Canadians 
to reduce tho price of their lumber, and 
eventually it would come into thoUnited 
States cheaper than lit present. 

After further discussion the jjaragraph 
relatiiig to white pine was passed for tho 
present. On motion of Mr. Allison, the 
rate on laths was increased from lo cents 
to L'o cents per 1,000. The proposition 
to restore the House rate of 30 cents per 
1,000 on shingles, which the committee 
had reduced to 25 cents, went over. Tlie 
specific house rate of 2 cents per 1,000 
toothpicks was retained, in place of the 
ad valorem rate proposed. This con- 
cluded the wood schedule, and the bill 
was laid aside.

London, June 5.— Conflictirg news is 
published about the progress of the 
peace negotiations at Constantinople. 
On the one side the Sultan is said to 
have adopted a most unyielding atti-i 
tilde, and on the other hand it is de- . 
clared that ho is showing a conciliatory 
disposition, and that the settlement of ' 
the questions in dispute is only a matter 
of a few days. The Associated Press, 
however, learns that tho ambassadors at 
Constantinople are hopeful that the 
negotiations will be concluded in about a 
week. In the absence of Turkey's ac- 
ceptance of the peace conditiqiiB pro-' 
posed by tho powers, there now little 
doubt that the SuttaA has decided to 
agree to the evacuation of Tliee- 
saly, and the Turkish public 
is being prepared for this step. 
The police of Constantinople have 
been ordered to contiacate leaflets 
which are being circulated demantliiig 
the annexation of the conquered terri- 
tory as a duty devolving upon the Sul- 
tan. The war songg are being sup- 
pressed in order to stifle the fanaticism 
of the lower classes. It is conaitlered 
probable that the conclusion of peace be- 
tween Turkey and Greece will be fol- 
lowed by a complete change of the Turk- 
ish cabinet. A strong feeling exists 
among the Mussulmans against the min- ' 
istry, especially against the navy depart- 
ment, owing to the deplorable condition 
of the Turkish navy and the inactivity 
of the Ottoman fleet. " ' 

The news from Theesaly is that the 
Turkish army, which at first pillaged 
and committed other excesses in Greek . 
villages, are now under stringent discip- 
line. The object of the Turkish author- 
ities, according to the Athena newspa- 
pers, is merely to gain tho signatures of 
the inhabitants in favor of Turkish rule. 
In the meanwhile 20,000 Macedonian 
peasants have crossed the mountains in- 
to Thessaly, have occupied the abandon- 
ed Greek villages, and are waiting to 
gather the corn if it ripens before the 
peace negotiations are concluded. In 
fact, the seizure of the Thcpsalyan har-' 
vest seems to be a reason for the Suitan 
endeavoring to protract the peace nego- 
tiations. Numbers of Greeks and Thes- 
salyans are liiding in the mountains of 
Ealkis and Erocbori and on the island of 
Skiathos, being afraid to return to theii; 
'lomesjSfearing massacre, and preferring 
leath by starvation, exposure and 
disease. 

The impeachment of leading spirits of 
the Ethnike Hetairia, or National 
League of Greece, is mooted at Athens, 
where it is said that ex-Mayor Ilelas in- 
tends to resign tho leadership of the 
society. His excuse for the society's 
conduct is that it was understood Great 
Britain would assist Greece in her strug- 
gle against Turkey. 

TU.^XSVA.^L .\F|.-.\TRS IIUSnED UP. 

The parliamentary committeo which 
has been inquiring into the Transvaal 
raid is assailed by a storm of denuncia- 
tion owing to iis decision not to press 
for the prodnclion of the missing cable 
iiiesBages osclianged between Dr. Ruth- 
erford Harris, Cecil Rhodes and certain 
portiea in l':i;glaiid. Tho newspapers of 
all shades of opinion view this decision 
with the greatest distrust, and insist that 
the reputalion of Great Britain is involv- 
ed in a thorough probing of the matter. 
The most slashing attack comes from 
the pen of Wm. T. Stead, who, althongh 
jiro-Rhodes urges that full light be 
turned upon the whole matter. He 
heads his article " Hushed up," and 
proceeds in moderate language to de- 
scribe the proceedings as a most shame- 
ful conspiracy which suggests falsehood 
to conceal the truth and mislead the 
nations, declaring that tho committee is 
deceiving the public in order to screen 
Mr. Chamberlain, v/lio. according to 
Mr. Stead, "ought to have owned frank- 
ly that ho winked at the patriotic but 
revolutionary enterprise." 

Continuing, Mr. Stead savs: " He, no 
doubt, would have had to resign, but it 
wonkl have only been a temporary 
eclipse, and his position with the country 
would have been stronger than ever. 
Instead of this honest i;ourse the wateb-. 
word seems to have been given as ' Lie. 
lie, lie.' "

The King of Siam, who is nowin Rome 
on his way to the Jubilee festivities here, 
after leaving England will proceed to 
New York in hia own yacht. He will 
cross the United States, staying a suf- 
ficient time in several cities to enable 
his yacht to proceed from New York to 
Sa.n Francieco, where he will embark 
for hia homo. The date of arrival in 
New York is not fixed. 

The Japanese have ordered a battle- 
ship of 11,000 tons to be built on the 
Clyde. She will bo a duplicate of the 
British ship Jupiter. The Jupiter is 
14,900 tons and 12,000 indicated horse- 
power, 

Mr. John Erskine8,a merchantof Bel- 
fast, Ireland, has olVered the Lords of 
the Treasury for the Queen's acceptance 
a magnificent freehold overlooking Bel- 
fast lough, as a site for a royal residence 
in Ireland. The latter country, it is 
claimed in sotne quarters, has always 
fretted over the fact that the Queen does 
not visit that portion of her dominioas, 
and it has been asserted that her failure 
to do so is a result of the refusal of Dub- 
lin in the sixties to grant a site at Phcuuix 
Park for a monument to the late Prince 
Consort.

HOSTILE TO THE EMPEROR. 

The Berlin Populace in an Ugly Moorl Be- 
cause of Arbltxary Orders— The 
Empress Frightened. 

Bkulin, June 5. — Several unusual 
features occurred during the great spring 
parade on the Templehof grounds last 
Tuesday. By the rigorous police meas- 
ures barring all traffic from the streets 
leading to the Templehof, the public was 
virtually excluded from this sight, which 
lor many years has been a popular 
diversion. These measures were so 
rigid and so brutally carried out by the 
police, tbatmany persons were kicked and 
Injured. The Emperor and Empress 
while going to and coming from the field 
Were not once cheered by the populace, 
which was in a very ugly mood, as the 
Btrinirent measures were attributed to 
the Emperor's orders. Several persons 
liouted llie Emperor, which was instant- 
ly answered by tlie jjolico forcibly dis- 
j)ersing tlie throng and arresting a score 
of jieople. The Empress was pale and 
nervous and was so affected that she 
suffered from a severe headache and in- 
sisted on returning to the castle. The 
Emperor thereforo stopped the parade 
before it was half linisliod. 

In the jostle of leaving the Templehof 
the Empress was again badly scared. 
Women of the lower classes suddenly 
appeared at the horses' heads and, witfi 
threatening gestures, one of the women 
threw a. petition in the face of the ICni- 
presB. In the turmoil which ensued lier 
Majesty lost a unique decoration con- 
ferred upon her by Queen Victoria, and 
compoaeil of the (Jueen'a enamelled por- 
trait, set with big portraits. The Em- 
press was present at the paratlo on horse- 
back. 

The newspapers all condemn the i)o- 
lice meaHurea adopted in excUuling the 
Iieoplo from such occaeiona, and con- 
tr.ist thuni with tlu' diirnrent course un- 
der Emperor ^^'illianl I and Frederick 
III. ^ 

FRANKLY A.N ri-BRITISll 

Is the Policy of Hit; Geruiau Court -Prince 
Henry Oilends by Fuvoring 
Concilijition. 

BjjiiLiN, Juno 0.— Another serious dif- 
ference, almost amounting to a quarrel, 
has arisen between Emperor William 
and his brother. Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia, said to be duo to the attitude of His 
Majesty towards Groat liritain and 
Queen Victoria, Prince Henry favoring 
a more conciliatory ])olicy. In a recent 
letter the J^mporor has puroiiiptorily 
forbidden his brother to in any 
way interfere in the i)olitic3 of the 
cmpird. The dominant party at court 
is frankly and bitterly anti-liritish. 

The Emperor lately seizes upon every 
opportunity to cement the good relations 
which have been eatabliahed between 
himself and Prince Ludwig, the regent 
of -Bavaria. The Prince's daughter Maria 
Has been given the honor of christening 
the ironclad Bertha. His Majesty fol- 
lowed this by sendinR' her a personal 
giftof a beautiful model of the vessel, 
eight feet long. _ 

Forged Costa Rica Bonds. 
New Yobk, June 3.— Eichard 0. D. 
Kequeeen and his handsome wife were 
arrested by United States secret service 
agenta to-day, and accused of forging 
OoBta Itica Ijonds. He is the proprietor 
of a small printing house iu Maiden 
Lane, and is supposed lo have set alloat 
$1,260,000 worth of excellent imitations 
ofOosta E|ca government isauoB. The 
arrests were niade on information from 
Port Llraa, viObsta Eica, where other 
arrests haveltieeC' made. The result of 
the spurious bond sales have been, it is 
said, developed to a conspiracy against 
the reigning administration.

THAT RIOT AND LYNCHINQ. 

Ohio's Governor Arrives to Fix Responsi- 
bility for the Lives Lost— The 
Sheriff's Flight. 

UiiiiANA, Ohio, June 5. — &ov. Bush- 
nell arrived here last night to investi- 
gate the lynching trouble, and especial- 
ly the action of .the troopa. While >the 
Urbana militiamfin are overwhelmed 
with local sentiment against their ac- 
tion, they are also liable for abandoning 
their post of duty. Capt. Leonard with- 
drew the guards about 7 a.m., and the 
Springfield company took orders from 
the mayor, instead of the sheriff, when 
they turned back from the court house. 
The local militia, realizing the over- 
whelming public feeling against them, 
offered no resistance when the mob 
broke into the jail or when the lynching 
was going on, and the Springfield com- 
pany had been countermarched to the 
depot. 

Sheriff McLaiu escaped by the back 
door of the jail, and claims that dyna'j 
mite was being prepared to blow hinj 
up. In the excitement and bitternesi 
that prevails now it is almost imposaibU 
to got at the facts as to the responsibil- 
ity for the loss of life, but it is generalW 
claimed that SherifT MoLaln ordered the 
trooi)a to fire. ' 

It is believfd that there will be a thor- 
ougli investigation into the action of tho 
mayor, as well as the action of tho sheriff 
and the militia company. 

Among the sights shown visitors was 
a tree in tho same yard where a man 
named Ullory was IjMudied twenty-tiiree 
years ago for a similar crime. At that 
lyncbiug the jail was burst open, and 
the sheriff tamed the keys over and no 
Uvea were lost.

cents, Viill he in future free of duty. 
Articles for the personal use of oflicors 
or men on the men-of-war are to be free, 
and the same rule will apply to all 
booki;, pictures and heirlooms left by be- 
quest.

thing lAore about thia Weetern inove- 
ment. TbeBLble story, as recounted in 
Genesis, telle 11a that Abram lived in 
Hai-an' when the Lord said unto him : 
" Get thee out oE thy country and from 
thy kindred, and from thy father's house 
into a land that I will show thee." In 
obedience to thia command Abram eet 
his face Westward, and in dtie time ar- 
rived in Canaan, There are those who 
say tliiat the man Abram, or, as he came 
to be called, Abraham, typifies a race 
and not a Biuf;ie individual ; but this doea 
not afl'ecfc the interest in the case at all. 
If the " call of Abraham " was simply 
the geneaifl of a racial migration the fact 
remains the same that fnlly four thou- 
sand years ago a "star" appeared in 
the East to the founders of the Hebrew 
nation. We use the word " star " in this 
connection for convenience only. 

If we turn to secular history and read 
it carefully, we will find that about the 
beginning of the prasent era a racial 
movement was in progress in Central 
Europe. Ulfllas, called sometimes the 
Apostle to the Visigotha, died in A.I). 
3SL, at the aRe of seventy. Ilia crent 
work was the tranalation of the Bible 
into the language of the Visigoths. Sev- 
eral copies of this are' extant, the most 
notable being in the library of the Uni- 
versity at Upaala, Sweden. It is writ- 
ten in characters of silver ou a purple 
ground. Tlie remiirkablo part of thia 
traiiolation is the oxtraordinary reueni- 
blanco of the language to our older Eng- 
lish. There is no doabt that UHiliB' 
work ia the oldest writinj? in the Ger- 
manic tongue, for in point of fact he in- 
vented the alphabet in which it is writ- 
ten, for the Visigoths had not ytt 
learned to write ; but what makes it of 
special interest ia that it contains in- 
trinsic evidouce that the Saxon elomenta 
of our modern English were derived 
directly from these Visigoths, who lived 
in the fourth century in the valley of the 
Danube. They were going West, and 
they got tlicre. We, their descendants, 
are out iiere on thia Coast lookins; acrosa 
thel'aciflc to see if there may not be new

Judge Wal 
lace denied this application, holding that 
the aufliciency of the pleas was a matter 
of law which he must determine from an 
inspection of the record in .Judge Cook's 
court. The judge stated that he would 
make such an inspection, and then con- 
tinued further hearing until next Friday, 

Thi: hearing of the motion for judg- 
ment in the case of Gordon v. City of 
Victoria was finisliod yesterday before 
the Chief Justice by evidence as to what 
by-laws the city had made with refer- 
ence to the Point Ellice bridge. Jlr. 
f jiudloy Crease, acting for plaintill', pro- 
duced a by-law passed in 1892 to raise 
money for the purpose of roads and 
bridges. To this Mr, Casaidy, acting for 
the city, objected that it was not shown 
tEat the by-law had been voted on, and 
that in ony event the by-law was only 
tentative and did not give the city power 
to deal with the Point Ellice bridge. 
The by-law was, ho said, merely to raise 
money for the ))uri)OSB of roads and 
bridges generally. The hearing only 
lasted a short time and the Chief Justice 
reserved his judgment. 



f 1&HTIN(* THE CAPIAS. 

Chief Justice Hears Arjjument in the Motion 
in Wacaulav v. O'iSrien. 

The legal fight on the capias issued 
against Thomas O'Brien on Monday at 
the instance of James S. Macaulay open- 
ed yesterday before the Chief Justice. 
Mr". O'Brien, it was charged, had dis- 
posed of six cases of rye in the Yukon 
country, and had not accounted to Mr. 
Mac;uilay. Mr. Gordon Hunter, acting 
for Mr. O'Brien, moved yesterday before 
the Chief Justice that the capias be set 
aside on several grounds. The i)rincii)al 
grounds were that the aflidavit di;l not 
clisclose any cause of action against the 
defendant and that the cause of action, if 
any, arouse wholly in the Yukon country 
of the Northwest Territories where both 
plaintiir and defendant resided, 
and that therefore the proceedings wore 
an abuse of the process of ttio court. 
'Thedefendant had deposited the amount 
of the claim, ,$1,323.80, with the sheriff, 
and the application was also to have that 
amount refunded. The defendant also 
filed an aflidavit denying any indebted- 
ness to the plaintiir. 

Mr. Robert Cassidy, for Mr. Macaulay, 
opposed the motion, contending that the 
proceedings were correct and that as 
there were no courts in the Yukon 
country or means of recovering debts, 
the plaintiff would lose his remedy if 
the defendant were discharged. 

The Chief Justice reserved his deci- 
sion until to-morrow morning at 10 
• o'clock. 



JUDGE SWEET HBEE. 

A Prominent Legal and FoUticat Ught From 
Idaho Now Visiting: in Victoria 

The familiar face of Mr. Geo. B. Mc 
Auiay, of Camp McKinney, where the 
Cariboo mill is grinding out gold bricks 
at a lively rate, is once more to be seen 
gladdening Victoria. He is at the 
Driard, and brought with him Judge 
Willis Sweet, of Idaho, a gentleman 
prominent in legal aud political life in 
that state. Judge Sweet was associate 
judge of the Sujiretne court of Idaho 
when that state was a territor}', having 
been appointed to the position by the 
President of the United States, the con 
stitution of the courts being there some 
wdiat similar to what the Supreme court 
of British Columbia is at the present 
time. Idaho, a state, Judge Sweet en 
tered politics aud until a short time ago 
represented his state in congress. He 
was also a delegate to the convention 
where McKinley was nominated 
for President. This is the sec 
ond time Judge Sweet has 
been in Vietoria» He came here a num 
her of years ago in connection with a 
very important extradition ease, that of 
Postmaster Hibba, of Lewiston, Idaho, 
who did Uncle Sam up for the good 
round sum of $20,000 or !f30,000. The 
method was a beautifnliy simple one, 
but it had to be worked ijuickly to be 
ellectual. He issued in a few days many 
post otlice orders for various amounts, 
payable to fictitious names at various 
points. He then sent the duplicates to 
banks at these points, saying he had 
changed his mind and was coing some- 
where else and would like the bank to 
collect and forward. This somewhere 
else was on the line where the mail 
woidd come through the Lewiston post 
oflico. The culprit got the letters with 
the remittances as they came through, 
aud made a bee line for Canada. He 
was arrested in Victoria, and after a 
hard fight he was extradited and sent'to 
the penitentiary. 

Judge Sweet sides with the bimetal- 
lists, and while a protectionist tioes not 
feel sure that the high tariff will have 
the ell'ect intended of keeping the gold 
in the United States. It is possible, he 
says, that the tariff may have the elfect 
of raising prices, starting manufactures 
and BO creating a demand that money 
will be more diffused and give better 
tiines by the emploj'ment of more 
workingmen. If it does this, then bi- 
metallism may be put off for a while, 
but if the result is not as hoped then 
bimetallism is sure to sweep the country. 
' imetallists are not faddists, said Judge 
Sweet. "Wo look upon ourselves as just 
as sane as Mr. Balfour or any of the 
British statesmen or linanciers, and con- 
sider this the only way of settling the 
present financial troubles." 

Judge Sweet and Mr. McAulay are at 
the Driard and will be heie till to- 
morrow.

Kaslo Man Speaks of Some Wonderfully 
Kicli Properties In His District. 

A man who has had a largo experience 
in quartz and placer mining in this pro- 
vince is Mr. Roche, of Kualo, who is 
now at the Oriental. He was in the Slo- 
can country ten years ago, when there 
was i)ractically very little mining done 
there, and has also been through the 
Yukon country for a couple of ^eara, and 
so has seen quite a large portion of the 
mining districts of the province. 

Speaking of some of the niinea that are 
not heard of quite so much aa some 
othera, Mr, Boehe says that lately there 
has been a great deal of ititerest taken 
in mines on the Sonth Fork of the 
Kaslo rivr. One of these, the Monte- 
zuma, situated about midway between 
Ainsworth aud Slocan, is a mine that 
Mr. Koche thinks will even surpass the 
great Slocan .'^tar. Only last .summer 
D. J. Munn got a ([Uarter interest in it 
or •■foOO, and now, said Mr. Roche, he is 
one of the lucky men, lor liis interest is 
luite worth .$20,0110. There is a vein 20 
feet wide in the mine and a TOO foot tun- 
nel is being run to strike the hidge at a 
de|)th of 'luO feet. An aerial tramway, 
with a capacity of 150 tons, will be put 
n, and a concentrator of 120 tons 
;apauity. The ore will concentrate one 
n live, Webb & Co., Seattle, are the 
)rincipal owners. 

The Beaver, on the Blue Kidge, 
has been bonded to an East- 
ern man named Lefevre. It 
was the location of the Beaver years ago 
that really led in the end to the Slocan 
discoveries. The Beaver came first, 
then the Montezun;a, and then the 
famoua Payne group. The Sullivan, 
on South Fork, is another mine that is 
being worked well, and of wliich little 
has been lieard outside. There are in 
fact . many mines operated by jirivato 
companies that just go ahead and do 
not count on notoriety. 

"Take the Surprise for instance," said 
Mr. Roche. " That mine, owned by 
Ferguson it Co., shipped .'i50 tons dur- 
ing the autumn and winter, the ore 
averaging 200 ounces a ton. Then there 
is the Autoino, owned by Green it Son, 
of Saginaw, Alexander, of Kaslo, and 
others, which has shipped 250 tons, 
averaging SOO-ounces a ton," 

Mr. Itoche says that the road that is 
being built up the South Fork will bo of 
immense benefit to the mines, giving 
them a good outlet and enabling them 
to get in supplies readily aa well.

Rear-Admiral Palliaor, commander 
in-chief of the Pacific Ooast squadron 
has been advised by the LoMb Oommia 
sionera of the Admiralty that they have 
favorably considered the petition of the 
officers, crew and hunters of the sealing 
schooner Beatrice for compensation from 
the Imperial government for wrongful 
seizure in Behriug sea in the year 1895 
The petition was only forwarded from 
here in December last, and the proinpti 
tude which the British authorities have 
displayed in dealing with it has sur 
prised the petitioners. Equally just 
claims from Victoria sealers have been 
the hands of the United States 
t'cvernment for years, without result. 
In the Beatrice case. Collector Milne has 
been directed to undertake the duty of 
nvestigating the claims and diatrihut- 
ng the sums awarded. He will pro 
ceed without delay to examine "the 
tims separately and the amounts found 
owing will be paid as promptly as pos- 
sible. 

The seizure of the Beatrice is still 
fresh in the uiinda of many. She was 
boarded by Ijicut. Ballinger, second 
ieutenant of the U. S. cutter Rush, on 
August 20 in lat. 51° 51'0.'5"X., and 
long. 108 o 81' 21" W. According to 
that ollicer's own testimony he found 
that the official log had not been entered 
p since August 11, and that 61 sealskins 
ere by that log book shown to be 
on the vessel while there were really 1-17 
kins on hoar<l. He reported to Captain 
Hooper, of the Rush, this discrepancy, 
and the omission in the log, and the ves- 
sel was forthwith seized. Captain Ole- 
sen, of tile Beatrice, had asked leave to 
make the entries after the Lieutenant 
had examined the vessel but was not 
allowed. The Captain also produced a 
note-book containing the missing data, 
but this was ignored. In explanation of 
the log book's incompleteness the Cap- 
tain claimed that the weather from 
August 14 to 20 was mostly cloudy, windy 
or foggy, aud tliat he consequently had 
to bo on deck all day. He would have 
made his entries in the oflicial log the 
first line day, and neither he, the owners 
nor the men would have derived any 
lienefit from the entries not being 
made. If he had not been seized 
he would have remained a month 
longer in Behring sea and his 
catch would, under ordinary circum- 
stances, have been about SOO skins. He

ToTiiK Editoi!: — I notice in your re- 
port of the prooeedingB in the law courts 
of the 3rd instant, re the City's liability 

in the matter of tlie Point Ellice bridf e 
tiiaaster, that the following reniarka are 
attributed to tho Chief .luatice of British 
Columbia. Ho (tho Chief Justice) la re- 
ported to have said: " I do not thinic 
for a moment that bad the Oity intro- 
duced a by -la V a year ago to afford a 
reaeonable compensation to the auflerere, 
any (jueBtion could exiatot ita paasing. 
Were such a by-law presented even at 
this late day, I am inclined to think that 
it would meet with very little opposi- 
tion." 

The uninitiated in tbe rBmificEV,tionB 
of tiio Municipal Clauses Act miglitbe 
led by these remarks to think that it 
was in the power of the council of 189(5 
to introduce such a by-law aa tlie Cliief 
Justice suEgeata of their own free will. 
Aa a matter of fact, eection 09 of the 
Municipal Clausoa Act, 1S9G, reads aa fol- 
lows : 

"No by-law for raiaing upon the cred- 
it of a city, township or district muni- 
cipality, any money not required for ita 
ordinary expenditure and not payable 
within the same municipal year, ahall 
be introduced and passed by the council 
unless (in addition to otiier require- 
ments) a petition signed by at least one- 
half of the value of land in township or 
district municipalities, and at least one- 
tenth of the value of real property in 
city municipalities (as shown by the last 
assessment roll) has been presented to 
the council requesting them to introduce 
such by-law." 

Now, sir, no such petition as this was 
preaented to the council of 1896, and in 
the face of eection 09 of the Municipal 
Clauses Act, surely it is utterly unfair, 
even by insinuation, to blame the city 
council of that year for non-exercise of 
ppwers which they did not possess. 

Now, as to tho suggested readiness of 
the ratepayers of Victoria to vote for fur- 
ther loans on tho credit of . the muni- 
cipality: In the year of grace, 1800, I 
had the honor to represent th(! South 
Ward of tho city at the council board. 
After the lamentable disaster of May 20, 
in season and out of season, I urged on 
tlie citizens of Victoria — who are slow, 
very slow, to move — to turn over a new 
leaf and let the awful calamity be a 
warning, and to build a bridge on the 
site of the wrecked structure of a per- 
manent nature. I introduced a by-law, 
I drew up a petition as required by sec- 
tion 69 of the Municipal Glauses Act, I 
had the petition printed and circulated, 
and myself took it from houee to house 
until signatures representing the re- 
quired amount of i)ropefty were obtained. 
Far be it from me to defend 
many of the actions of the majority 
of the council of ISOO, but in this case at 
least they bowed to the will of the peo- 
ple as expressed in the petition present- 
ed, and passed a by-law for tha provid- 
ing of a sufHcient aum to build a l)ri(lge 
iiiiroBs the Victoria Arm at Point lOllice, 
the atrength and permanency of which 
would be beyond suspicion. The coun- 
cil did its duty, but how did the people 
do theirs? Only one-third of the men 
and women who signed the petition ask- 
ing the council to build this permanent 
bridge voted for the borrowing 
of the requisite money to 
complete the work. To speak 
n plain lOnglish (which it would bo well 
for many of our citizens to thoroughly 
iiiidcr.stnnd), abont one hundred of the 
citizena of Victoria only turned out to 
vote, to use tho ballot, to give expree.sion 
to views tbe very opposite to those which 
they had cxpresBcd in public, aa sliown 
l)_v their aii^natures tittached to the peti- 
tion referred to, to save their own pock- 
etH. or elee did not take the trouble to 
vote at all. To jilead, as mtiny did, tluit 
after the pile bridge was built and 
money expended on it, they did 
not feel inclined to vote for a 
permanent bridge and let the money 
Bpunt on tho pile structure be wasted, 
was entirely beside the mark, as a tem- 
porary bridge was in any case necessary, 
though, as at the time pointed out by 
me, 1 considered that the repair of the 
old bridge, to be used while the new per- 
manent bridge was being constructed, 
would have served all purposes at one- 
third of the cost. 

1 hopii I have in this letter removed 
certain illusions which might have found 
a place to rest in in the minils of the 
))iiblic had it not been written. 

In conclusion, by way of warning to 
the present iiuthorities, it wotild seem to 
luc that chtuses 1 and '2 of the .Street 
Railway Ivegulations By-law would 
never have been inaorted had the 
euttineerB considered that the Uock Bay, 
Jamea ]5ay and other city bridges were 
in good condition. Rock Bay bridge is 
even now once more being repaired. 

But let us have no mistake; let the 
council consult their engineers, and if 
these eueineera express one shadow of 
doubt as to the capability of our bridges 
to stand any extra strain that may be 
put upon them at the lime of the cele- 
l)ration of tlie Queen's Biamond Jubilee, 
then it behoves them as guardians of the 
public safety to close all or any of the 
bridges during tho holiday week, which 
will so soon bo upon us. J am,

Victoria did well, but 
should have done better in the earlier 
stages of the play bad the home field not 
wasted so much time in passing but had 
pressed right in and shot 'for the flags 
before the Westminster defence could 
rally. It was not till the fourth game 
that this mistake was rectilieil, and 
then the visitors were given all they 
could do to watch tlioir Hags, 
Cheney's Ijrilliant work in goal 
aiono averting many games. I'ass- 
ing looks very pretty, but grand 
stand play, where it simply means 
wasted time, is a mistake. The two 
Elands are capital players, but tliey in- 
dulged a little too much in this with 
Schnoter at the start. In the latter part 
of the match, however, their combina- 
tion play was all right, Cieorgo Tite and 
F. Oullin coming in on the Hags in great 
shape fed from centre and the delence 
end well. The Victoria defence put up 
a splendid game, Belfry's long throws 
keeping dangerous shots away time and 
again. The Campbells and Flnlaison 
did splendid work, and though C. L. 
CuUin was unable to play. Snider, who 
replaced him, did very well. Wilson, 
who is new to a senior game, is a very 
useful colt, with plenty of pluck, and 
will nnike a mark before the Beaaon ia 
over. 

Westminster was somewhat at a dis- 
advantage, three of their eeniora being 
unable to come, Ryall having gone East 
aud Lusier and Lewis .unable to get 
away. At times their combination pla.y 
was superior to ■ the Capitals, Snell, the 
Peeles and Geo. Uddy putting up their 
usual good play, with Clieyno in goal. 
Among the young blood Giilbrd was a 
shining mark, doing star work for a 
youngster, handling hia sticfcwell and 
shooting in on goal with a great deal of 
judgment. 

; The first game was decidedly short.
